She is, indeed, about 
to issue Duke of Portland bonds in support of her 
rights. .Zenlously has Mr. Macrae conducted 
Mrs. Druce’s case, and right ably have Mr.

Though the 
crime with which Lieutenant Wark was charged is rightly 
held to be most heinous by the law, the contrast offered by 
the capital sentence in the one case and the terms of seven 
and twelve years' imprisonment inflicted upon Drs. Collins 
and Whitmarsh on the other, could not eseape the 
blie notice. The trial of Lieutenant Wark took place 
t week before Mr. Justice Phillimore at Liverpool 
Assizes. He was described as Robert John Wark, forty- 
six, & Lieutenant of the Royal Artillery, and he was 
indicted on a charge of murdering Jane Yates, described as 
4 young woman of independent means. An alternative 
charge was pour against the prisoner of having 
conspired with the deceased woman to do an illegal act. 
The prisoner, who was smartly dressed in a blue serge suit 
and light dust-coat, pleaded ** Not guilty " in a firm voice. 
Mr. Pickford, in opening, said the prosecution did not say 
that Wark had any intention of causing the death of the 
deceased woman or had any ill-feeling towards her. Onthe 
contrary, it seemed pretty clear that the two were on terms 
of affection. Nevertheless, he urged that Wark wasa party 
to an illegal operation, from which death resulted. 
The evidence was almost entirely circumstantial, and 
depended on the letters of prisoner to the deceased. 
Dr. Paul, Professor of Medical Jurisprudence at University 
College, said he made a post-mortem examination of the 
deceased's body on July 98. Death was due to blood- 
isoning. 'There was a slight abrasion which might have 
n caused by an instrument produced. On the other 
hand, Dr. Bligh, who had been medical adviser to the 
Yates = pay for a good many years, said that before her 
death Miss Yates dictated to him and signed a statement 
that she had brought about her illness herself.

Gathering Fruit: A Useful Ladder. 
Careless fruit-grower: allow harvest to remain on the 
trees long after gathering time, and only the other day, 
while looking over a small place in Sussex, I noted a 
really fine crop of quinces which had either been over- 
looked or carelessly garnered. This, in December, is abso- 


` lute waste, although excuses are sometimes made that it is 


difficult to get at the fruit. There are, however, plenty of 
good ladders, Heathman’s Telescopic or the Hatherley both 
standing very high in the estimation of fruit-growers, 
They are, perhaps, more adapted for use in orchards where 
wall-fruit is grown; but a triple ladder described by а con- 
tributor to the Cottage Gardener appears to be so good a con- 
trivance that, for the benefit of those of my readers who have 
not seen the article, I reproduce the sketches and description 
as given by the writer, “a fruit-grower of twenty years’ 
standing." The idea is to fasten three ordinary ladders to 
a triangular piece of three-quarter-inch iron rod by single 
hinges, screwed to the under sides of the ladders by three 
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or four screws. The ladders may be of any length, and for 
trees up to the ages of ten or fifteen years, they are much

The Watford Recipe. 


To every quart of berries put two quarts of 
water, boil half an hour, run the liquor and 
break the fruit through a hair sieve; then, to 
every quart of juice, put ilb. of Lisbon sugar, 
boil the whole a quarter of an hour with some 
Jamaica peppers, ginger, aud а few cloves. Put 
it into a tub, and when a little cooler, into a 
barrel, with toast and yeast to work, which there 
is more difficulty in making it do than most other 
liquors. When it ceases to hiss add a quart of 
brandy and stop up the barrel carefully. Bottle 
in the spring or at Christmas. 

The sume reader sends also a recipe for whipped 
cream, made from 


Whites of Eggs. 


Put to a quart of cream the whites of three 
eggs, well beaten, four tablespoonfuls of sweet 
wine, sugar to taste, and a bit of lemon-peel. 
Whip to a froth, remove the peel, and serve piled 
upin a dish. The wine may be omitted and any 
other flavouring preferred may be used in its 
stead. I am sure that my readers will be as grate- 
ful-as I am for the above recipes ; but why say of 
the whipped cream that it ismade from whites of 
eggs when plenty of cream is added ?
